All year long, the Agawam High football team 
and its coaching staff were convinced that there 
was no team around that could beat them IF the 
Brownies were healthy. 

There were flashes of brilliance here and there 
during the season and there was never a game 
that wasn’t entertaining or competitive. But, 
entering Thanksgiving Day, the Brownies were 
under .500 (3-4-2) and facing a powerful West Spr- 
ingfield team that was heading for the Super Bowl 
on December 4th. 

Despite the fact that the Brownies were at 
home on the storied turf of Harmon A. Smith, they 
had to be considered underdogs in the season’s 
final tilt. The Terriers came calling with their 
gaudy 7-2 record. 

That is not the way it went. The Brownies dogg- 
ed the Dawgs all morning long and posted a con- 
vincing 22-0 whitewashing to the delight of the 
thousands of folks assembled in and around the 
field. 

Votzakis Adds 166 More Yards To Resume 

Jason Votzakis had another extraordinary game 
as he added 166 more yards and three more 
touchdowns to his junior year resume. The power- 
ful running back piled up 21 TD’s and more than 
1,300 rushing yards during the season—and he 
got his loudest cheers on the season's most 
memorable day. 


The first cheers of the day went to senior cap- 
tain Dan Moriarty. He gave the early arriving 
crowd plenty of reason to stand and scream. After 
Agawam won the coin flip, Moriarty stood at mid- 
field and told the refs that the Brownies wanted 
the ball. And it wouldn’t be long before Dan would 
show them what he could do with it. 

He took Sam Hoffman’s game opening kickoff 
at the Agawam 12 yard line and he began an 
adventuresome trek which didn’t end until he ran 
out of gas on the right sideline at the West Side 


_ seven. The crowd was up and hollering and the 


festivities were underway. 

Funny thing was that the Agawam kids wasted 
that opportunity. Votzakis got drilled on two con- 
secutive carries which netted just two yards. A 
delay-of-game penalty put the ball outside the 10 
yard line.

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Melconian Pushing 
For Link Between 
Albany & Boston 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) 
recently announced that she will push for an 
amendment that will add monies for a high-speed 
ground transportation link between Albany and 
Boston. 

tr addition, she and other Western 
Massachusetts Senators will be meeting with 
Governor Weld in the next two weeks to secure 
his support for this effort. 

In late October, Governor Weld proposed the 
“Transportation Bond Bill,” which would commit 
$5.7 billion over five years to execute an ag- 
gressive, balanced, inter-modal program, building 
upon the concepts promoted in the federal inter- 
modal Surface Transportation Efficiency Act 
(ISTEA). 

The bill earmarks $750,000 to examine the 
feasibility of developing high-speed ground 
transportation from Boston to Springfield. 

In addition, it authorizes $60 million to build a 
rail link between North and South Stations Rail 
Link in the Central Artery corridor. = 

Melconian contended, “This $60 million 
represents a major financial commitment to the 
Eastern Massachusetts Rail Link project. If the 
Governor is willing to spend these resources to 
connect Boston’s North and South Stations, then 
he should certainly be willing to commit a fraction 
of that figure, $1.8 million, to connect Western 
and Central Massachusetts. 

“Il am going to file an amendment to the 
Transportation Bond Bill for $1.8 million to make 
this connection, an effort which has the support 
of the entire Senate Committee on Science and 
Technology.” : 

Melconian emphasized that the transportation 
needs. of Western and Central Massachusetts 
should be treated with as much priority as those 
needs and projects underway in Eastern 
Massachusetts.

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Fire Sprinklers Provide Protection For Your Home 


The vast majority of people who die in fires in 
the United States are children and the elderly, 
both of whom are often unable to escape on their 
own. Now, fire sprinkler systems installed in the 
home can protect not only those people who need 
assistance escaping a fire, but the entire family. 

The Agawam Fire Department says that by in- 
Stalling a home fire sprinkler system, you are pro- 
vere a type of 24-hour, automatic fire protection. 

A fire may smoulder for hours, but, once the 
first flame appears, it may take only two minutes 
for the fire to spread to the contents, walls, and 
ceiling of an entire room. However, in a room pro- 
tected by a fire sprinkler system, the heat from the 
fire would cause the sprinkler to spray water to ex- 
tinguish or confine the fire until the fire depart- 
ment arrives. 

Statistics show that sprinkler systems save 
lives and reduce fire damages by over 80 percent 
in some cases. Sprinklers have been used in com-

mercial buildings for many years. The combined 
new technology of a quick-response sprinkler 
head, the reduced expense of installation, the use 
of plastic pipe, and the ability to blend the 
sprinkler into the decor of a room, have all helped 
to increase the popularity and use of home 
sprinkler systems. 

They are being included in plans for new 
homes, as well as being added to existing con- 
struction. Tests of these new systems show that 
sprinkler heads respond to fire in as little as 35 
seconds. When coupled with smoke detectors, 
they provide early warning and early extinguish- 
ment. ae 

Frequent questions concerning home 
sprinklers include the following: 

e Will the sprinklers go off accidentally? 
Research shows an accidental discharge due to a 
manufacturing defect is one in 16,000,000 


sprinklers per year in service. 

_ ° If one sprinkler head goes off, will they all ac- 
tivate? Sprinkler heads are designed to react to 
temperatures in each room individually. Normally, 
only the sprinkler over the fire will activate. 


e If the sprinkler system activates, will my 
house sustain severe water damage? Tests show 
that damage caused by water from a sprinkler is 
much less than damage caused by fire depart- 
ment hose streams. 


e Aren’t sprinklers too expensive to install? A 
2,000-square-foot home under construction can 
be protected by a sprinkler system costing as lit- 
tle as $1,500 to $2,000. 

As an added bonus, most insurance companies 
offer a sizeable discount for coverage of homes 
with sprinkler systems.

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Melconian Pleased With Passage Of 
‘Motor Voter Bill’’; Big Step Forward 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
hailed the Senate’s approval of the so-called 
“motor voter bill,” calling it a significant next step 
toward more efficient and effective government. 

Melconian explained that this bill would not on- 
ly make registration easier and more streamlined, 
but would also save tax dollars in the process. 

The bill, “An Act for Increasing Voter Registra- 
tion in the Commonwealth,” seeks to enhance the 
efficiency of the state’s voter registration system 
by creating a computerized central registry in the 
Secretary of State’s office. By maintaining a list of 
all voters in the state, this registry would act as a 
safeguard against duplicate registrations and 
voter fraud. 


Every city and town clerk would be connected 
to the central registry through a local computer 
terminal. That connection could help local of- 
ficials save hundreds of thousands of taxpayer 
dollars by enabling them to establish new partner- 
ships with state agencies. For example, joint pur- 
chasing programs could be expanded, and re- 
quired reports could be filed electronically. 

Melconian emphasized that the bill would also 
save tax dollars by eliminating extended registra- 
tion hours, and by phasing out the annual 
municipal census, by local option. = 

In addition to improving efficiency, the bill in- 
tends to bring the state into compliance with the 
National Voter Registration Act of 1993, and to 
modernize the state’s registration system by giv- 


ing potential voters more registration options. 

For example, the bill calls for allowing registra- 
tion for state and local elections by mail, at many 
state agencies, and at the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles offices. 

“Given the burdens*of modern life, a trip to a 
town or city clerk’s office is not always possible,’ 
Senator Melconian said. “This bill would make 
registering more convenient, thereby encouraging 
more people to register.” 


The bill also calls for other key reforms, in- 
cluding: , 2 

* Eliminating the requirement that a registrar 
be present during registration; ; 

* Allowing more time for registering by moving 
the deadline from 28 days to 20 days prior to an 
election; <r 4 3 

* Allowing unenroilled voters to maintain their 
status if they vote in party primaries for statewide 
election; ; 

* Encouraging youth involvement by mandating 
registration form availability at all state colleges 
and universities; 

* Allowing family members to obtain absentee 
ballots and enabling those casting absentee 
ballots to deliver them in person rather than ex- 
clusively by mail.

Happy 150th birthday to the Christmas card! 

The joy of sending and receiving Christmas 
cards has weathered a century-and-a-half of vast 
social change since the first Christmas card was 
created in London in 1843, according to Robert 
McElligott, owner of Surprise! Card & Gift, a 
Hallmark Gold Crown store located at the 
Southgate Shopping Plaza, Agawam (next to The 
Big Y). 

That first Christmas card was created when 
London businessman Henry Cole didn’t have 
enough time to write personal Christmas 
greetings, which was the custom in that day. Cole 
asked artist John Calcott Horsley to design 
something to send his friends and business ac- 
quaintances to wish them a Merry Christmas. 

Cole’s Christmas cards created much excite- 
ment. And within 10 years, Christmas cards were 
the rage in England. They were first printed in the 
United States in 1875. Most of today’s major 
greeting card publishers were meeting the public 
demand for cards of better quality and design by 
1920. 

Hallmark, one of the first greeting card com- 
panies, was founded in 1910 and produced its first 
Christmas cards in 1915. 

From the Great Depression, World War II, the 
Cold War, the peace movement of the 1960’s, and 
the fitness craze of the 1980s, Christmas cards 
have reflected our moods and major events of 
those times. 

As Americans exchange more than 2.7 billion 
Christmas cards this year, many of those cards 
continue to reflect what people are interested in 
and what events are affecting their lives, says 
McElligott. Trends of the 1990’s are reflected in 
today’s cards. :

Affordable home prices and the lowest mor- 
tgage rates in many years have caught the atten- 
tion of a large number of potential buyers. Despite 
these advantages, however, many buyers simply 
can’t afford the up-front costs of buying a home. 

Some buyers who want to take advantage of the 
current market conditions are discovering that 
while their income is sufficient enough to cover a 
monthly mortgage payment, they lack the cash 
necessary for a down payment.

The lease period in certain lease-to-own options 
may vary, but six months to a year is reasonable. 

There are several different ways a lease-to-own 
program can work. In most cases, an interest 
bearing escrow account is set-up for the buyer. 
During the leasing period, a portion of the mon- 
thly “rent” may be deposited into this account. Ai 
the conclusion of the lease, the available funds in 
the escrow account can be applied to the down 
payment and closing cost on the home. 

Lease-to-own options are not common, but may 
be suggested as an alternative to a seller who 
wants to quickly identify a buyer. However, sellers 
are sometimes hesitant to negotiate a lease- 
option, because they assume some risk of becom- 
ing temporary landlords. But, if the buyer decides 
not to purchase the home down the line, this 
would forfeit the escrow money to the seller. 

If you are interested in a lease-option, be 
prepared to discuss and negotiate several items 
in a potential lease-option: 

* What will be the length of the lease? 

* Will the seller allow a portion of the monthly 
rent to be applied to a down payment? 

* How much of the monthly rent can be applied 
to the down payment? ~ 

* Will the seller require first and last months 
rent plus security deposit upon signing lease? 

* What are the penalties if the buyer can’t pro-

Give The Gift Of Safety During Holiday Season 


The holiday season is approaching rapidly, and 
although it is time for finding the “perfect gift,” 
the best present you can give loved ones is a gift 
of safety, according to a Baystate Medical Center 
pediatric nurse. 

“From lighting your Hanukkah candles to 
preparing your Christmas tree, parents must con- 
sider children’s safety when decorating the 
home,” said Shirley LaRoche, RN, coordinator for 
the Western Massachusetts Safe Kids Coalitiond 
based at Baystate Medical Center's Children’s 
Hospital. 

“Unfortunately, holiday trappings such as 
trees, candles, and gift wrap can be dangerous. In 
an instant an injury can take the merry out of 
Christmas, the happy out of Hanukkah, and the 
joy out of Kwanzaa,” she added. 

“look for fresh Christmas trees which are less 
abely to catch fire than older trees,” LaRoche 
said. 

LaRoche noted that fresh trees have a strong 
smell of pine) pnd paves branches that at easily pete

without snapping or breaking. If too many needles 
fall off when the tree is bounced on the ground, 
the tree may be too old. 

She advised keeping live trees in a full con- 
tainer of water, which should be checked daily. 
The tree should be kept away from heat sources 
such as fireplaces, radiators, or heating vents. 

If selecting a fire resistant artificial tree, 
beware of those treated to look like they are 
covered with artifical snow; children think it is 

powdered sugar. 

“Children should always be kept in mind when 
decorating the tree,’ LaRoche said. 

“Breakable ornaments and those with small 
detachable parts, as well as ornaments that look 
like food or candy, should be placed out of reach,” 
she added. 

“It is important not to overload extension cords 
with lights and not to use more than three strings 
of lights on one extension cord,” LaRoche sai 

LaRoche advised parents to use only UL- 
approved lights and cords and to secure electrical

REHAB GAB... 
Proper Warmup 
Is A Must Before 
Physical Exercise

Whenever any type of physical activity is done, 
the aspect often forgotten or rushed through is 
the preparation or warm-up prior to the intended 
activity. A proper warm-up should accomplish the 
following: 

* Psychologically prepare the mind and body 

for the Practice session or game 

Fe Enhance the performance 

2 Decrease the risk of injury 

Allow the body to work more effectively, safe- 
ly, and a higher level of intensity during competi- 
tion or training. 

The warm-up activities should be sport specific. 
Stretching and flexibility exercises particularly 
designed for the intended activity are important. 

skier, either competitive or recreational, 
should pay particular attention to stretching the 
leg and low back muscles (but not ignore the ma- 
jor muscle groups of the upper body) before ski- 
ing. 

_ Drills and exercises that simulate game situa- 
tions are also recommended. Simple exercises of 
this would be a lay-up drill before playing basket- 
ball, or a passing and shooting drill for hockey. 

The stretching exercises should focus on stret- 
ching the intended muscle group slowly. Static 
stretching is an effective and painless technique 
to prepare the muscles for action. Static stret- 
ching involves putting the targeted muscle group 
in a maximal position of stretch and holding it 
there for 15 to 20 seconds. 

This should be repeated three or four times for 
each muscie group. A stretching of the muscles 
will be uncomfortable, but it should not be pain- 
ful. If it is, decrease the amount of stretch on the 
muscle. Do not bounce to stretch. Repeated boun- 
cing, or ballistic stretching, is not recommended 
because of the possibility of injuring the muscle. 

Actually, by bouncing, the muscle is shortened. 
The bouncing will cause the muscle to protect 
itself by tightening. It is also a painful way of try- 
ing to prepare for activity, because the tissues are 
microscopically torn apart. 

Cooling down after activity is just as important 
as the warm-up exercises. A cool-down should in- 
clude flexibility and light exercise similar to the 
warm-up phase. It should be subsequent to any 
activity, whether it is training, competition or 
recreational. 

The majority of athletes simply stop after activi- 
ty and go home. The result, especially at the 
beginning of a season or if the activity is not done 
on a regular basis, is joint soreness and muscle 
stiffness the following day. A proper cool-down 
reduces this possibility. 

The following series is a recommended pro- 
cedure to start and conclude activities with: 

* Light jogging and flexibility prior to participa- 
tion 


* Increase the rate of speed in running. (% 
speed, ve speed, % speed, and full speed). This 
transition should be gradual. 

* Sport specific flexibility and stretching - in- 
clude all major muscle groups involved in your 
specific activity or sport. 

* Performance in the event or activity. 

* Cool-down or light activity in combination 
with flexibility. 

Practicing these principles will enhance the 
sport experience, decrease the chance of serious 
injury and result in a longer and heaithier sports 


life.

Watch Holiday Calories 


The average American gains seven pounds dur- 
ing the holidays. Put seven pounds of butter in 
your arms and carry it around to help you realize 
that seven pounds is a lot of fat! 

Much of the excess calories and fat we eat dur- 
ing the holidays comes from the tons of 
goodies—cakes and cookies—we devour in 
celebration. 

So, minimize the amount of weight you gain by 
making your favorite holiday treats lower in fat 
and calories. Here’s two steps to lighten up those 
foods you love: 

4. Reduce the fat in cookies so that there is only 
two tablespoons of fat for every one cup of grains. 

For example, if a recipe calls for one cup of 
flour and one cup of oatmeal, use only four tables- 
poons of fat (butter or margarine). The fat makes a 
cookie spread. 

So, you may need to flatten the dough of a 
lowfat cookie by hand. Simply dip the bottom of a 
glass in cold water. Then flatten the dough with 
the bottom of the glass. 

2. Cut the fat in cakes, muffins, and quick 
breads by substituting all or some of the fat with 
applesauce. | usually replace all the fat with ap- 
plesauce. ; 

However, recipes vary. So, first replace half the 
fat. If it comes out good, replace all the fat. For ex- 
ample, if a cranberry bread calls for one cup of oil, 
first use 2 cup of oil and % cup of applesauce. If 
you like it, make it with one cup of applesauce 
and no fat. 

| first started playing around with the fat in 
recipes when | was in high school and accidently 
left out the % cup of oil for the new (at the time) 
bundt cake mixes. ; 

The cake was still delicious! One-half cup of oil 
doesn’t sound like much fat, but it’s 96 grams of 
fat. Eliminating it brings you one step closer to 
having happy AND healthy holidays.

—The Three Musketeers 

Some remakes just aren’t worth the time and’ 
trouble, and the flippant, scatterbrained version 
of the Alexander Dumas classic, The Three 
Musketeers, is just sucha film. 

Though touted as a ‘swashbuckling adventure” 
with “invigorating action,” the film’s flippant 
style, blatant wisecracking, and 20th-century ver- 
bal sparring dulled the edge of its swordsplay; 
and, the wild and crazy, helter-skelter cross- 
country rides left viewers breathless, but far from 
thrilled. 

This Disney version has several. major pro- 
blems: the first is the casting of D’Artagnan (Chris 
O'Donnell), whose dream is to be a Musketeer like 
his late father and whose timing is off—by the 
time he arrives, the Musketeers (protectors of the 
king) have disbanded. 

O’Donnell, to be blunt, is too wimpy to be a 
swashbuckling hero; he’s seems more of an 18th- 
century wannabee. 

Then there are the three remaining Musketeers: 
Aramis (Charlie Sheen), Athos (Kiefer Sutherland), 
and Porthos (a portly Oliver Platt). Regardless of 
makeup, costuming, and fencing skills, they re- 
main unkept, unshaven, and disheveled members 
of the brat-pack ... an image that overpowers their 
attempts at acting. 

As for character debelopment, there is none. As 
for action, there’s plenty.on the surface, but that’s 
all it is—superficial. There’s no substance, no 
drama, no real sense of adventure. The good guys 
are very good, and everyone else is at the bottom 
of the barrel. 

On the side of evil is Tim Curry, who brings a 
perpertual smirk and bulging eyes to the role of 
the evil and lecherous Cardinal Richelieu. Rebec- 
ca DeMorney gets to show a lot of cleavage as the 
murderous Milady De Winter. Hugh O’Connor 


plays an insipid King Louis to Gabrielle Anwar’s - 


vapid Queen. 

It all plays like a spoof, but-a spoof that misses 
the mark completely. 

Its-dark side is dismal, depressing, and (during 
the last 15 minutes or so) so violent that parents 
should be cautioned about letting younger 
children see it. The rest of the movie is slush. 

If you are a brat-pack fan, you'll like it. If not, 
rent an earlier version and let the real swashbuckl- 
ing adventure begin.

Man’s Best Friend is anything but in this hi-tech 


version of Cujo. 

Take a frustrated mad scientist and put himina 
high tech lab with dozens of animals (including 
numerous endangered species) and let the 
vivisection begin. Taking the best traits of dozens 
of animals, he creates the “ultimate security 
system”’—a pre-programmed guard dog that 
depends on drugs to stay under control. 

So when a kind-hearted animal rights activist 
and reporter (Ally Sheedy) breaks into the lab and 
absconds with the loveable, oversized mutt, the 
rest is history. 

While Man’s Best Friend may take a liking to this 
sweet young thing, he hates just about everything 
else ... including little children and boyfriends. 

Suffice it to say there is blood, gore, and animal 
images you just don’t want children to see. 

When in doubt, rent a vintage copy of Old Yeller 
or a newer copy of the more recent Beethoven.

2 tablespoons butter, melted 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
Confectioner’s sugar 

Preheat oven to 350F and grease a 9-inch 
Square baking pan. In a small bowl, mix flour and 
the 2 tablespoons brown sugar. Work in % cup 
butter with fingers until dough begins to hold 
together. Press onto bottom of greased pan. Bake 
12 to 15 minutes. Cool. 

In a medium bowl, beat the % cup brown sugar 
and eggs until light and fluffy. Beat in corn syrup, 
pecans, melted butter, vanilla, and salt. Pour on 
crust. Bake 25 minutes or until edges are lightly 
browned. Cool for 2 hours. 

Sprinkle cake with confectioner’s sugar. Cut in- 
to 3-inch squares. Cut each square in half to make 
a triangle. Store layered between sheets of waxed 
paper in a tightly covered tin.

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Jr. High Hears Plea For Rainforests

When Jeff Corwin of the Emerald Canopy Rain- 
forest Foundation brings his pets to school for 
show and tell, people sit up and take notice. Some 
people come right out of their seats as recently 
happened at Agawam Junior High School. 

in demonstrations for all students at the Junior 
High, Corwin held his audience captive as he in- 
troduced some special friends whose natural 
habitat is the tropical rainforests of South 
America. 


‘Endangered Animals Presented 

Using volunteers from the audience, Corwin 
presented four specimens of endangered animals 
in a program aimed to raise students’ awareness 
of the problems of rainforest depletion and the 
necessity of preserving the rainforests. 

Assuring him that she didn’t have an aversion 
to creepy, crawly things, student Nicole Macey 
allowed Corwin to place a marine toad in her 
hands. Easily the size of a large cat, the marine 
toad has no teeth or claws for protection and 
must rely on a toxin to defend itself. 

Nicole may have been rethinking her decision 
to volunteer when Corwin described how the 
poison paralyzes the lungs before killing a fully 
conscious victim. 

Fortunately for Nicole, the toad has to be eaten 
for the toxin to be released. She was visibly 
relieved—and not very hungry. 

By this time, the students were nearly out of 
their seats in their eagerness to volunteer. 

Student David Thomas helped demonstrate a 
snake that protects itself from predetors by 
mimicing the coloration of the deadly coral snake. 
Corwin explained that colors are often used in 
nature as a warning of toxicity. He pointed out the 
pattern of colors on the snake in David’s hands 
was a clue to its harmlessness. He cited the 
adage used by professional reptile handlers, ‘‘Red 
touches black, friend of Jack.”’ 

Standing with her arms outstretched, Jen Gates 
served as a rainforest tree to show an animal that 
“likes to hang out on the canopy.” Sure enough, 
the five foot long green iguana slowly climbed to 
the top of the “tree” and perched itself on Jen’s 
head. “He likes to taste the world he’s living in,” 
Corwin told Jen as the iguana began to lick her 
head. “Be sure to wash your hair!” 

The iguana serves as an important source of 
food for rainforest dwellers. Corwin explained 
that as a sustainable resource, iguanas may. help 
solve some of the problems of indigenous people. 

Allowing Jake, a 10-foot long boa constrictor to 
be draped around her neck, Emily Tampone may 
have changed her mind about her lack of fear of 
snakes. Jake’s tongue flickered in and out in an 
attempt to pick up the scent of “Emily’s 
molecules.” 

After putting Jake back in his carrying case, 
Corwin showed the students how the snake uses 
constriction to kill its prey before swallowing it 
whole. 

80 Percent Of Living Things Exist In Rainforests 

Before bringing on his live animal exhibits, Cor-

win told the students that 80 percent of all living 
things exist in tropical rainforests. To underscore 
the importance of rainforest preservation to the 
students, Corwin pointed out that 40 percent of 
the materials used in drugs beneficial to mankind 
come from rainforests. 

He further stated that 70 percent of the drugs 
used in chemotherapy to combat cancer come 
from the rainforests. Again emphasizing the im- 
portance of the rainforests, Corwin told the 
students that 99 percent of fatal childhood 
leukemia is now curable due to rainforest 
materials. 

In addition to providing vital medicines, rain- 
forests serve as a valuable resource and reserva- 
tion of life and produce much of the oxygen 
necessary for life on Earth. 

By bringing his natural history lectures to the 
schools, Corwin hopes to educate students in 
ways to help rainforests. ‘‘The process of saving 
rainforests begins at home,” Corwin said. 
Students can help by becomming politically ac- 
tive and by being wise consumers and careful 
recyclers. 

An anthropologist and a biologist, Corwin 
spends four to six months each year in the 
tropical rainforests of South America conducting 
research that specializes in reptiles and amphi- 
bians. 

Having worked in conservation since 1984, Cor- 
win has a special interest in the conservation of 
tropical rainforests by working with indigenous 
people to ensure their livelihoods and rights to 
their territory are preserved. 

Corwin’s life-long interest in nature and 
animals became focused on tropical rainforests 
when at 16 he traveled to South America with a 
scientist conducting research on reptiles and am- 
phibians. ‘The experience fired and developed my 
interest in rainforests,” Corwin said. 

On the day before his graduation from 
Bridgewater State College, Corwin addressed the 
General Assembly of the United Nations on the 
topic of rainforest preservation. Using a grant 
from the UN, Corwin was able to bring an in- 
digenous person to the UN to speak on the pro- 
blems of the rainforests and the people who live 
there. Corwin delivered his portion of the speech 
in English while his companion spoke in the In- 
dian language in Maya. 

Appointed As A Feature Scientist 

Corwin was recently appointed as a feature 
scientist to the Jason Project founded by Bob 
Ballard of the Woods Hole Oceanographic In- 
stitute. The project gathers scientists from all 
over the world to study a remote area of the globe 
and broadcasts an educational forum to 25 
million people worldwide.

College Costs 


Judging by newspaper and magazine articles 
about college tuition each year, it almost appears 
to be a national pastime to determine which are 
the most expensive colleges. The question you 
and your family may ask yourself (particularly as 
you are getting over the “sticker shock’’ of the tui- 
tion for your first year of study) is, ‘What costs 
does tuition cover?” 

Each college determines how much money it 
must raise in order to cover the costs of faculty 
Salaries, campus landscaping, building, 
maintenance, and administration expenses. 
These expenses obviously vary from institution to 
institution; so, too, does tuition. 

When determining the amount of money that 
will have to be spent on tuition, you should con- 
sider the following: - 

1. How does your college define tuition? Are 
such expenses as activities fees considered part 
of this amount? Does your tuition include health 
insurance? 

2. Are you a resident or non-resident of the state 
in which the institution is located? Tuition for 
public schools can be dramatically higher for non- 
residents than for residents. In the same vein, you 
should closely examine that state’s residency re- 
quirements; you don’t want to plan to enter a 
school without realizing that you needed two 
months more to become a resident. 

3. Can you control the rising cost of next year’s 
tuition? Some schools allow you to do this by 
“locking in” a set amount for four years. This is 
accomplished by prepaying the cost of four years 
of tuition at the onset of freshman year. With tui- 
tion at many colleges currently rising faster than 
the rate of inflation (and bank interest rates 
among the lowest in years), this may be an attrac- 
tive option if you have the money for four years of 
schooling at your disposal. i 

4. Does your college have a refund policy?:{t is 
essential to find out through your school’s finan- 
cial aid administrator if you can get all or some of 
your money back if you decide to drop out of col- 
lege shortly after you start, or if you never get to 
the point of registering for classes. You may be 
able to get a certain portion of your money back 
before a specific period of time has elapsed, but 
after that, no money will be refunded. -

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Agawam High AHS Peer Leaders Promote ‘‘Smoke-Out’’

On November 18th, the Peer Leadership Group 
at Agawam High School brought the 17th Annual 
Great American Smoke-Out to the Junior High 


._ and to AHS in an attempt to help smokers put out 


their butts for at least one day. 

Using strategies developed by the American 
Cancer Society, the peer leaders involved non- 
smokers as coaches to aid their nicotine addicted 
friends in kicking the habit. 

Non-smokers were enlisted to adopt a smoker 
for the day. On the day before the smoke-out, con- 
tracts were distributed to the students. The adop- 
tion papers included responsibilities for the non- 
smokers as well as the smokers. 

Each pair of students signed the contracts as 
proof of their commitment to the program. 

Leaving The Pack Behind For The Day 

Smokers agreed to hide their smoking 
materials, to tell friends they were participating in 
the smoke-out, to stay away from smoke-filled 
rooms, to call their “coach” whenever they felt a 
desire to smoke, and to remember that they were 
leaving the pack behind for the day. 

Non-smokers promised to praise their adoptee 
for having the willpower to quit cigarettes for the 
day; to reassure their adoptee there are only 24 
hours in a day; to remind their friend of the com- 
mitment made; to bribe their friend with money, 
food, or timeshare vacations; and, most impor- 
tantly, to be there for support. 

In addition to the tips given to the ‘‘coaches”’ in 
the contracts, the American Cancer Society pro- 
vided an information sheet full of tips for coaches 
to use in helping a friend give up the nicotine 
habit. The society publishes a long list of sugges- 
tions focusing on incentive and reward (rather 
than on preaching and scolding as ways to help a 
friend remain smoke-free). 

At AHS, Peer Leaders Laura Beauchemin, 
Tracie Jacapraro, Carmelina DeCaro, Concetta 
DeCaro, and Michael Dutton gave up their lunch 
breaks to distribute a variety of incentives and 
rewards to their fellow students. 

Candy Instead Of Cigarettes 

“Coaches” could pick up candy to give to their 


friends as a substitute for cigarettes. Mock books’ 


of matches carried the message that the average 
smoker could get rich quick by kicking the habit 
and saving $1,500 per year. 

Stickers declaring, ‘‘Kiss me, 1 don’t smoke”’ were 
available for the students, along with brochures 
dealing with the health problems relating to smok- 
ing.

and Sargeant Gary Nardi of the Agawam Police 
Department. 

Mrs. Dempsey requested the meeting to 
discuss safety issues for all Agawam residents 
with the focus on prevention and community 
awareness. Mrs. Dempsey said she was eager to 
share information with town officials she has ob- 
tained through her involvement with the Western 
Massachusetts Safe Kids Coalition head- 
quartered at Baystate Medical Center. 

According to Mrs. Dempsey, the coalition can 
provide information suitable for classroom use as 
well as safety equipment, including smoke detec- 
tors, child car seats, and bicycle safety helmets 
(at no charge). 

Loss Of Safety Officer A Concern 

She identified the loss of a full-time safety of- 
ficer from the Police Department as a particular 
concern in addressing safety issues for children 
and senior citizens, adding, “The reinstatement of 
the position is critical.” 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson defended the 
elimination of the position of safety officer. ‘It 
makes no sense to have one person as the only of- 
ficer going to the schools when | have officers 
specially-trained in all facets of investigation to 
answer any area of need.” 

Johnson said it would benefit the children to 
become familiar with more than just one police of- 
ficer. “The more comfortable they are with police 
officers, the better off they will be.” 

Johnson said it had been agreed between the 
School Department and Police Department that 
officers would be provided on request of the

Middle Schoolers Use 
Creativity To Learn 
About Pollution

As part of their study of the environment, the 
sixth grade science students of Mary Lou 
Sgueglia focused their attention and their talents 
on creative ways to present the problems 
associated with all types of pollution. 

The Middle School students let their imagina- 
tions loose to create projects and used everything 
from photos to modeling clay to drawings in 
depicting examples of air, water, noise, and ther- 
mal pollution, as well as solid waste disposal. 
Choosing from those topics, the students were 
also responsible for a written report defining a 
particular form of pollution and a summary of 
methods to prevent pollution. 

Students Learn About Balance Of Nature 

After working on a unit dealing with living 
things, the environment, and ecosystems, the 
students learned how the balance of nature takes 
place. 

“After they learn about the environment, | want 
them to learn about how to take care of it,’”’ ex- 
plained Mrs. Sgueglia. 

For their major project of the year, the students 
spend a month researching their topic to define 
and describe a type of pollution and what is being 
done to prevent it. Learning about pollution, the 
students explore the relationship between living 
and non-living things in the environment. 

For his project on air pollution, Danny Marsili 
constructed a model of a factory. Using dry ice, 
Danny demonstrated how industrial black smoke 
can spew out of a chimney and pollute the at- 
mosphere. 

Another student dealt with the problem of trash 
disposal close to home. Using the stream that 
runs behind her home in a residential area of 
Feeding Hills as an example, the student 
displayed her photographs of beer bottles, plastic 
trays, and assorted trash in the brook to create a 
poster carrying the message, ‘“‘Stop. Think. Don’t 
Pollute.”’ 

Project Served As A Reminder 

Mrs. Sgueglia noted that the project served asa 
reminder that “many people have absolutely no 
regard for the environment. The students were 
learning how to take care of the environment and 
that even though we have environmental laws, 
some people don’t always obey the law.” 

Mrs. Sgueglia credited her student teacher, 
Rebecca Bryant (AIC), with being helpful to the 
students in preparing their projects. 

“Basically, it was their own creative project,” 
ee Bryant commented. “‘! just gave them some 
ideas.” 

Miss Bryant said the students were excited 
because they were using their own ideas and 
creations. She said the project especially 
motivated the students who don’t always do well 
academically by giving them ‘“‘a chance to excel.”

Psychology Classes At 
Agawam High Learn 
About Emotions 


During the week of November 15th-19th, 
Agawam High School students in Ed Merrill’s 
Psychology classes had the opportunity to learn 
how to be in better control of their emotions. 

Lila Forastiere, Staff Grief Counselor of the 
Forastiere Family Funeral Homes, conducted a 
five day mini-course called “Coping with ’Loss.” 
The course encompassed many topics such as 
loss as part of everyday life, funeral etiquette, em- 
balming procedures, cremation, casket and urn 
selection, the grief process following a loss of a 
_ loved one, and coping with emotions. - 

“Feelings are not wrong; feelings are not right; 
feelings just ARE ... you feel it; it is real; it exists,” 
says Forastiere. That was the theme of the last 
day of the course. 

Mrs. Forastiere explained that emotions are 
mostly instinctual; we have little control over 
WHAT we feel. For example, if we take a favorite 
toy from a baby, the baby gets angry and cries. It 
is a natural reaction to losing a cherished object. 
Yet, adults often view anger as a ‘‘negative” emo- 
tion rather than being a ‘natural’ one. 

We tend to believe that we instinctively know 
HOW to handle emotions; but we don’t. We do in- 
stinctively HAVE emotions, but we need to be 
taught what do DO with them. 

Many parents omit teaching their children how 
to handle their feelings. We preach “Control your 
emotions!,” but usually what is meant is, ‘Don’t 
permit the emotion; stuff it down.’”’ NOT allowing 
feelings only does ourselves physical harm in that 
it creates tension and pressure which can later 
manifest itself in stress related disorders. 

What we need to do is to allow the feeling, label 
it, and then make a conscious decision as to how 
we can work with the emotion to help dissipate it 
and release the stored energy. 

“We grow up with our parents either punishing 
us for our emotions, or labeling them for us,” says 
Mrs. Forastiere. When a child bites his sister or 
brother, he is usually punished and is, thus, 
shown. it’s wrong or naughty to feel angry. How

much more healthy it would be for the parent to 
teach how to handle the emotion. 

For example, a parent could say, ‘‘You’re angry 
at your sister. When you have feelings like that, 
run around the house three times, or bite this 
cloth doll or this special pillow.” 

During the class discussion, helpful hints were 
given in dealing with energy-filled emotions such 
as anger, resentment, jealousy, hate, or anxiety as 
well as in dealing with the lethargic emotions 
such as depression, sadness, fear, loneliness, 
isolation, and abandonment.

It seemed rather innoculous in Tuesday’s 
paper. The University of Connecticut won a non- 
conference basketball game against ACC foe 
Virginia. The Cavaliers came into the game rank- 
ed number 12 in the country. 

It isn’t that unusual to see a ranked team 
beaten in the early going of the season. Sport- 
swriters make the assessments as to where 
teams should be ranked, and they have no better 
handle on the situation in November than any 
other ordinary fan. But, UConn didn’t just beat 
Virginia; they murdered them. The final score was 
77-36. 


Like everything else in life, it brings me back to 
my college hoop team, which was ranked seventh 
in the country in the National Junior College poll.

(My job was to play the record!) 

Well, we justified our record in the early going 
by blowing out to a 5-0 or 6-0 start. Generally, we 
would play a local team during the week and then 
we would travel the Midwestern circuit on the 
weekends. There was a lot of distance between 
junior colleges in the nation’s midsection; it 
wasn’t uncommon for a five-hour bus ride that 
would land us in places like Wisconsin, Missouri, 
Southern Illinois, etc. 

One night we were in the locker room with our 
chests puffed out and still riding our unbeaten 
streak. Coach had taught us a Stall set that he 
wanted to work on once we got way ahead in the 
ballgame: ‘“‘We never know when we are going to 
finally be in a nailbiter, and | want to know what 
we are capable of doing in a tight game.” 

At practice, he thought that | had run the set 
better than any other guard that he had, so it was 
going to be me at the point guard slot when we 
started running ‘“‘Gold”’ (that’s what we called it). 
It was nothing more than a very patient drill that 
featured crisp passes to the opposite side of the 
defensive overplay. 

| had teammates that could jump over the moon 
and shoot the lights out of the hoop from 25-feet, 
but their motor was always on Overdrive and the 
coach just thought that fit the bill better than any 
of them in this scenario. Hey, | was excited. | was 
a walk-on to the team who had never played the 
sport in high school. | was usually the last guy at 
the end of the bench, and essentially | had earned 
a promotion through hard work and dedication. 

As we sat in that Missouri locker room, |

The results of the bow season show a large 
decrease in the deer kill this past season. The 
reason for this statement is the amount of deer 
registered at Barb’s Bait, Southwick, and B&G 
Bait and Tackle on Route 20, Westfield. 

Barb’s Bait registered only 31 deer; four does 
and the rest bucks. B&G’s had a total of 56 
registered; 38 bucks, 15 does, and three button 
bucks. It doesn’t look good., Why the low doe kill? 
_ had a conversation with a wood cutter that is 
in the woods almost all of the year. He claims that 
‘he found a lot of deer skeletons in the woods this 
past spring. | am inclined to believe him. The deep 
snow came late when the deer bodies are at the 
straining point. The deep snow (some areas 40 in- 
ches) could have caused the death of deer already 
weakened from the rigors of winter.
